China is going to invest $62 billion in Pakistan, Ше construction of China-Pakistan 
Economic Corridor, being termed as the game-changer. China expects that the China- 
Pakistan Economie Corridor (CPEC), 3000 km, will enable oil and gas from the Persian 

Gulf to be piped through Balochistan into Sinkiang. Chinese products would have a 

much shorter roule to global markets than the one through the Malacca Strait, which 
China apprehends is at the mercy of America. China and America have tense relations 

with each other in the South China Sea. China has disputes with other countries such as 
Vietnam, the American ally, over the Spratly Islands and Paracel Islands. China has 
already spurned American offer of mediation. China apprehends American hegemonic 
intentions in the region in the vicinity of the Malacca Strait. In case of a conflict between 

the two, Chinese trade and oil supply may be blocked. China's economy would be 
jeopardised, ‘Thus, China needs alternate routes. One such route is Gwadar, developed 

by Pakistan and China in 2007. And to make Gwadar fully operative, CPEC is 
imperative. China also wants to cope with the insurgency in Sinkiang. In order to do so, 

it needs to develop the regiou which is its largest province and is Muslim-dominated. 
Development, China hopes, would help quell the movement. Further, if Pakistan 
prospers economically, terrorism in Pakistan would dwindle, and this would have a 
positive impact on Sinkiang. Thus, China likes to invest in Pakistan for all these benefits, 
-even tough the risks are high.

The US has been punishing Russia for arms deals for decades. The fir'st major category 
of US sanctions is related to Russia's arm sales to countries that the US wants to isolate 
as much as possible. Selling weapons is good business for Russia. It's the world's 
second-largest arms producer and exporter in the world. Penalties on Russia for doing 
arms-related business with what the US perceives as rogue states go back at least as far 
as the 1990s.

Two options were floated since the Brexit referendum result of 2016 is whether the UK 
should.embark on a ‘Soft Brexit’ or ‘Hard Brexit’.

The view of tlie Punjab is that the dam's altitude is lower than the afore-mentioned 
districts, and’: "hio danger of inuridation or waterlogging exists.
